Dear Harold, 

Thanks for all the stuff you've been sending. I feel rather swamped, 
but I'll do my best to catch up in this letter. 

The FBI documents on my FOIA request were new to me, mainly because the 
processing of the files on my later requests is not completed. I do intend 
to pursue the revisi^d affidavits from the agents on the Oswald case; this will 
probably wait s until Peter Scott gets the FBI files on microfiche iQQtKX (which 
has been delayed again - production problems) . 

As requested, I've copied and returned the FBI documents on Bob Kaffke. 

As indicated, X essentially the same material is in the volumes, with the name 
not deleted. Hal Verb might be interested in this, but I've gotten no reply 
to my last couple of letters to his old address (on Tarraval, in S.F.) I have 
no clear recollection, but for some reason I think it's possible that Kaffke had 
told us that he had been talking with the FBI — that he was playing the risky gsn 
game of pretending to be their informant. Anyway, I have no basis for that idea, 
but don't jump to conclusions about him. 

You asked about getting a Basgix couple of Xeroxes of Oswald in New Orleans 
for Rae's use. You mean copies of the whole book, as published? I could do it, 

I guess, but it would run about $7 each, plus postage, and the mi machines I 
have access to are not particularly good for books - they leave a dirty black 
margin. (The cost would be even more if I didn't take the h hour or two to copy 
it myself.) One suggestion - if you could sacrifice two copies of the book, 
maybe Rae could cut-and-paste (tape, actually) so we could get 4 original pages 
on 1 legal-size sheet. (It would fit.) This would cut the cost in half, and give 
you a source for future copies. 

I don't know if this will reach you before you get the incomplete copy of the 
IG report which was promised to you, but you should compare what you get with 
what the HSC publided (4 HSC 127-150), which is pp. 1-8, 14, 17-8, 24-5, 37-9, 

62a-63, 94, 118, 130-133. Of course, if you get anything more than that, I would 
be very interested. If your source is who I think it is - Ewing said that the 
column caused ± a bit of a flap, but that the authors didn't have the whole report, 
as they had implied. 

You expressed interest in the transcripts of the critics' conference. The 
total is 419 pages (including a quickj&ame index Sylvia prepared); a copy would 
come to about $15, plus about $2 for special-handing postage. I doubt if you 
would w±hs find it worth the time to read, or the money. It was a rather awkward 
situation - we found out after we got there that their idea of a "conference" was 
to have us talk, and them listen. They were very careful not to give us any 
information. You could tell that Blakey was interested in Oswald and organized 

crime, but that's about all we learned. The discussion itself tended to ramble, 

although it has ifc&x its moments. I would guess that about half the transcripts 
is Mary, Peter Scott, and Lane. There was relatively little discussion on basic 
evidence, since I guess we all tended to agree, and assumed that the HSC knew what 
our views were on what should be done. I've enclosed some very rough notes of mine 
on the transcript. You can certainly go ahead and order a copy from me; another 

possibility would be to lend you a copy for a few days, if I gsk can get Peter's 

away from him. 

Before I forget: can you offer a comment on the book Wrone reportedly a has 
done about your FOIA work? Is it worth reading? Should I just contact him for a copy 

I've requested the serial in the NO 105-1095 file which is referred to in the 
new copy of the 544 Camp pamphlet. (That's the file on anti-Castro activities.) 

Since the FBI seems to be replying to your requests fek faster than to mine, do you 
want to request that whole N.O. file? It'll be big - even the pre-assassination 
part, and sensitive. 

Also enclosed are the clippings you requested, ga and Sylvia's list of the HSC 
exhibits (28 pp.), plus my newsletters of 5/12 and 5/19.
